of which they receiv’d only T'wo hundred nine pound 
two fhillings and three pence, and allow’d Mr. Put- 
Jand the Remainder for Advance, being Eight pound 
two fhillings and nine pence ; and for Advance upon 


Advance Six thillings. That all this VVarrant was 


aftually due when they receiv'd the Money, and yet 
they paid the Advance, which amounts to Nine pence 
per pound. 

That they had alfo the Duke of Ormond’s Clothing 
VVarrant on the Treafury for Three thoufand fix hun- 
dred and fixty pound eight fhillings and feven pence, 


out of which was deduéed for Servants, &c. Four hun- 


dred feventy three pound and eight pence, and for 
Pells, &c. T'wo hundred and one pound fix fhillings 
and fix pence ; then there remain'd Two thoufand nine 
hundred eighty fix pound and five pence. that they 
affign’d out of this Warrant feveral Sums to their Cre- 
ditors, viz. —Two hundred feventy two pound four- 
teen fhillings to Mr. Palin a Cutler for Swords, and 
Four hundred fixty two pound odd hhillings to one 
Tompfon a Sadler: That the Partners receiv'd of this 
Warrant themfelves One thoufand fix hundred twenty 
five pound, and paid for Advance thereof to Mr. Put- 
land Three fhillings and four pence per pound, and for 
Advance upon Advance Forty eight pound one fhil- 
ling and four pence. That Palin receiv’d only of the 
Two hundred feventy two pound fourteen hhillings 
affign’d to him, the Sum of Two hundred and feven 
pound fourteen fhillings, and allow'’d the remainder 
to Mr. Putland for Advance, being fixty five pound;

That this Advance-Money paid by 
Palin comes to four fhillings and nine pence farthing 
per pound. 

Francis Thompfon. Sadler, being produc’d by the 
Petitioners, faid, that he having an Affignment from 
Mr. Tayhor and Partners on the Treafury for Four hun- 
dred fixty two pound odd fhillings, he went to Mr. 
Putland ‘to know what he muft give for Advance of it ; 
and Mr. Putland teld him he muft give him after the 
fame Rate Mr. Palin had given him, which was fixty 
five pound for Two hundred pound.. The- Exami- 
nant thinking that Demand Extravagant, came away 3 
but being neceffitous, he aferwards went to Mr. Put- 
land, and’ took up from him One hundred and fifty 
pound ; ‘and two Months after that, he took up the Re- 
mainder, and:paid Mr. Putland for Advance of the faid 
Four hundred fixty two pound, the Sum of 821. and 
this was Eight Months after the Warrant Iffued. 

Benjamin Taylor being again produced, faid further, 
that he and Partners had Lord Orrory’s Clothing Warrant 
on the Treafury forThree thoufand fix hundred feventy 
nine pound feven fhillings one penny farthing ; out of 


which was deduéted for Pells,8c.202 1. 7 s.3 d.half pens 
ny, and for Servants, &c. 285 1,15 s. rod. Then there 
remain d 3191}. 3s. 11d. farthing. That they fhould 
have receiv'd thereof at once 193}. 11s. 7d. and re- 
ceiv'd only 13941. 9s. 1d. and paid Remainder to 
Mr. Putland tor Advance at 2s. 6d. per pound, being 
1991.2 s. 6d. and for Advance upon Advance 241. 
175.64. Thatthere were 7241.-78.1d. more dueéat 
another time than on the faid Warrant, of which they 
reccived only §79 1. 9s.8d.and allow'd the Remainder 
for Advance to Mr. Putland at 45s. pet pound, being 
1441. 17s. 5d. and for Advance upon Advance 38 }. 
16s. That only Eleven Months were unexpir'd of the 
Warrant when this Money was paid. 

That they paid 1$d. per pourtd tb Mr. Pur- 
land for Advance of 11001. on Ccllonel Stanley's 
Clothing-Warrant ; and the Regiment being removed 
to the Englifh Eftalifhment before it was Cloath’d, and 
they being oblig’d to Cloth it there, they receiv'd the 
faid r100]. our of the Treafury in Eng!and ; and on 
their repaying it to Mr. Putland, they likewife paid 
him 15 d. per pound for the fame, over and obove the 

ft 15 d. per pound. 

That when feveral Regiments were remov'd off the 
Trith Eftablifhment, there was paid in England to the 
Partners in Englarid about 7000]. and the profit of the 
Exchange thereof from England to Ireland amounting 
to 6361.13s.7d. Mr. Putland or fome other Perfons 
kept to themfelves, and never accounted for it to the 
Partners, alchough they paid 361].to Mr. Dawfon for 
the King’s Letter. 

Mr.Dawfon fays this 36 J.was paid with a greater Sum 
for the Fees in England. 


Your Committee having heretofore Reported to the Houfe the 
Refolution they came to, relating to Mr. Putland’s not daye 
ing before them the Rough Specie Books of the Treafury pur- 
Suant to their Order; I therefore do not now take upon me 
to Report that Matter. 


Benjamin Taylor faid further that they gave Mr.
